If the president 
would put the prestige of his high of- 
fice and the great power he holds be- 
hind the criminal clause of the Sher- 
man law, enforcing that clause against 
the chiefs of all the great trusts, it

St. Paul, began to work with thef 
Minnesotan legislature, His bill passed | 
the senate finally; then, by pure 
accident, the house passed it on ape 
last or next to the last day of the 
session, under suspension of rules, 

There was one more thing for Hitt | 
to do. The road had been entitled | 
to two million acres in land grants. 
The state had validated them; now 
it Vas necessary to get the governinent | 
to do eo, This was dene soon after | 
the legislature closed, 

The spring of 1877 came in, and with 
it the usual plague of grasshoppers 
They grew and inereased for two 
months. Then, in the early summer, | 
it came time for them to fly. One | 
day, without the slightest warning, | 
they left the country —swarms “tack | 


miles wide, They never came back 
again, and, stranger than that, no 
one in the entire country either sas | 
where they went or could figure it 
out afterward. 
A few of the settlers had stayed on 
the farms to make a fourth trial of | 
the pest-ridden country. The grass- | 
hoppers had eaten the young wheat, | 
but, like early frost, their eating had | 
merely driven back its growth, given | 
it stronger roots, and really helped it. | 
That year saw the greatest wheat crop | 
for its area ever grown in that region 
The farmers who remained started 
the new railroad carrying out their 
crops day and night. The station at | 
St. Paul was piled to the roof with the 
baggage of farmers going back to take 
up the deerted farms, And Hill, 
with his twenty or thirty locomotives 
and few hundred cars, was frantic 
with success. He worked every pos- 
sible course for more freight cars: ! 
and, to get the troops of immigrants | 
to his farms, he sent as far east as |} 
New York to buy a lot of disearded | 
passenger coaches given up by the | 
Harlem road, i 
The plague of grasshoupers had made | 
a new group of multimillionaires. | 
If it had not arrived as it did, no one! 
could have bought the St. Paul «& 
Pacifie for the price they paid for it, 
But now, with their forty-cent option 
on the bonds, they found themselves 
in the fortunate position of a man 
who can mortgage his property for 
more than he paid for iit, This group 
of six men had paid out altogether 
$283,000 in completing the deal, making 
surveys, locating and negotiating for | 
the remainder of the bonds, and getting 
their franchises and land grants In 
1878 they secured and advaneed money 
for the receiver to complete the road 
Stephen in the Bank of Montreal and 
Kennedy in New York easily found the 
money for it; capital was gladly ad 
vanced for so safe an enterprise. /Chen, 
in 1879, they pald for everything 
the bonds, their expenses, and the 
advances for finishing the road out of 
two new bond isstes, and made in 
addition several million dollars of 
profits. The old bond issues out 
standing had aggregated $24,000,000, 
with an annual interest charge of 
$1,680,000. The new issues agegre- | 
gate! $16,000,000, with an annual 
interest of $1,120,000. So they saved 
on the autset $550,000 a year, to come 
to the stock instead of the bonds 
nearly enough, in itself, to pay 4 per 
cent. dividends on $15,000,000 worth | 
of stock. j 
Grasshoppers Made Millionaires. 
So then, it was time for this syndi- 
cate to divide up. In May, 1879, 
the St. Paul, Minneapolis & Manitoba 
railroad was formed—the bonds were 
sold and the “stock ~divided’ “The 
enterprise was divided into five parts 
Stephen, Smith, Kennedy and Hill 
had one-fifth apiece: Angus and’ Kitt- 
son divided the other, fifth between 
them. Hill's fifth was given to him, 
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Very few of the cloudbursts of for- 
tune which created the multimillion- 
aires of the last century equalled this 
one. It had cost this group of six 
Scotchmen $283,000 to get this raii- | 
road property; in 1883, four years 
after its incorporation, their investment 
showed a value of nearly $40,000,000 

This was interesting, but fot of 
chief importance. The main thing 
Was the strong young corporation whieh 
this group had secured, and which was 
to grow under their hands. It was a 
little thing, comparatively, in 1879; less 
than 600 miles of cheaply constructed 
rrilroad, 49 locomotives, 58 passenger 
care, 761 freight cars, and a ecapital- 
ization of $31,000,000, about e yually 
divided between stock and bonds. 

Now, it is absolutely necessary for | 
a rsilroad to grow, If it doesn’s grow ; 
it dies, or is eaten up by the road that 
does grow. The early cirection of the | 
growth of this strong new corporation 
came into the hands of Stephen and 
Hill, Stephen was its president the 
first half dozen years, ahd Hill its gen- 
eral manager for ten years or more 
But more and more, after the first few 
years, James J, Hill became the rai! 
road; the other men rarely went near 
it. And so, from 1879, every year the 
St. Paul, Minneapolis & Great Northern 
system it had gone to the Pacific 
coast, and had rotled up a mileage of 
1,300 miles: in 1898 it had 5,000 miles, 
nearly ten times the number it started 
with. In 1893 it had a capital’zation 
in the hands of the public of $145,000, 
000--$103,000,000 in bonds and $40,- 
000,900 in stock. In 1879 it had been 
capitalized at $31,000,000, about eqially 
divided between stoek and bonds 
The corporation was pursuing the 
logical course of a suecessful young 
monopoly extending its plant with 
cheap borrowel money, and dividing 
the growing profits among the stock- 
holders

Pacific The arrangements wags an- 
nounced in May, 1895; on March 30, 
1896, the United States Supreme Court 
decided that this an was illegel, be- 
cause by uniting two parallei and nat- 
urally competing roads, it created a 
monopoly, which was contrary to the 
laws of Minnesotta. So the railroads 
combined in another way. J. P. Mor- 
gan took up the Northern Pacific re- 
organization and carried it through, 
and then handed, it to the Great North- 
ern group as indivitluals. . If the Great 
Northern couldgapt.own the: Northern 
Pacific, the multj-millionaires who own- 
ed the Great Northern could. There is 
no restriction yet by law regarding the 
individual’s Fight to own what property 
he chooses, 

Morgan and the Northern Pacific 

In 1896 Morgan completed the re- 
organization of the Northern Pacitic 
Even before thisffHilb and some of the 
Great Nogthorny group’ held several 
millions of: Norpperm Pacific bonds. 
The organization-calle rd for a $15 assess- 
ment on the coliinon stock; a large 
number of the’Ufd ‘stockholders refused 
to, pay it, and ct maequently there was 
some $30,000,000%0f this in the hands 
Morgan as reorganizer . In February, 
1897, Morgan sold $25,834,100 par value 
out of $80,000,000. of this common 
stock. to: Hill and.Lord Mountstephen 
for the Great Northern groups for 
$4,133,456—$16 a share. The monopoly 
which the capital invested in both roads 
demanded, had been accomplis hed. 

In April, 190), and before the ‘‘cor- 
ner” of May-/s months before the 
yoting trust had driginally been planned 
to expire—Northern Pacifie common 
had gone up just about 100 points. 
In two monens more than four years 
the Great Northern group had seen 
a’ profit’ of jon abotit: $25,000,000 on 
their holdings.

The Rnath of the Great Northern 
road in. 1901 was. 5,550 miles; of the 
Northern Pacifie 5,600 a total of 
tore titan’ 11,000 ‘miles out of the 
200,000 miles of railroad in this coun- 
try. The control of it lay in the same 
old iands into which an erratic fortune 
had placed the St. Paul & Pacific, 
plus ‘another great factor, the house ef 
J. Po Morgan & Co. The Great North- 
ern, fui a& quarter of a ce ntury sufficie ant 
to itself, had outgrown its own partieu- 
lar territory, and had become an integ- 
ral part of the greater movement to- 
ward monopoly .which was consolidat- 
ing the railroads of the country, 

Both the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacifie in 1900 came no 
farther east than St. Paul; the Great 
Northern had never done so; the 
Northern Pacific had cut off the Wis- 
consin Central, which previously had 
taken it into Chieago, at the time of 
its reorganization.” And now it was 
clearly necessary for each road to have 
| its own connection too the great rail- 
road centre of Chieago. As the pur- 
chase Of Any Cofnetting railroad sys- 
tem cost a great déal of money, the 
Great Northern Paeifie naturally de- 
cided to buy it-together, 

So Mr. Morgan started out to buy 
the St. Paul from its board of diree- 
tors —exuctly as-a farmer wquld buy 
a piece of land he needed to aha to his 
farm. “The Sr. Paul directors finally 
refused to sell. Now Mr, Hill had 
never wanted the St. Paul; he had 
wanted: the Burlington. He differed 
from Mr. Morgan op this point simply 
because he was a railroad operator and 
Morgan was not; and the logie of his 
raileoad property demanded thé Bur- 
tagton, In the first four months of 
1901 together with Charles Steele, of 
J.P, Morgan & Co.,--he bought the 
Burlington road for the Great North- 
ern and the Northern Pacific, Bur- 
lington stock was quoted at about 165 
at the time; it was closely held and 
very litthe was for sale on the open 
market. Hill and Morgan offered, 
through the directors, $200 a share in 
four per cent. bonds— a trade that was
